Hot spots at summit talks 

CAMP DAVID, Maryland, June 3. (Reuter^: 
President George Bush and Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev compared notes yesterday on world hot 
^ts inclu(Ung the Middle East, Kariunir, Cam- 
bodia and Afghanistan but did not seem any doser 
to breakthroughs. * 

On Kashmir, the superpowers are both anxious to 
avoid a fuU-sc^ conflict between India and Pakis- 
tan and have been urging restraint on both parties. 

*The most important thing today we're gmi^ to 
discuss is, go over the planet and its hot flashMints, 
to discuss regional issues, in other words,'* Gorba- 
chev said ft' the start of informal talks at Bush's 
mountaintep retreat at Camp David. 

They tllk^ It didn't appear th^ agreed. 

“The- two leaders agreed to continue to exdmage 
views on these important rt^onal issues, to make 
whatevtf improvements they can to ease tensions,, 
and to stay in toudh wherever they can to be hdpful 
in a situation,” White House spokesman 
Marfc Rt 2 ^^:;er told reporffis afterwards. 

Some a^a^sCs have suggested that Gorbachev is ' 
too ateorbed in doznesticproblans to beable to take 
dedsions on regional connicts. 

And super^wer influence over regjon^ conflicts 
is less thi^ it once was. R^onal powers have 
become increasingiy independent a^ assertive. 
Many have develop^ domestic anns industries and 
tedmolo^caJ capabilities of considerable sophis- 
tication and power. 

On the Middle East, the Soviet Union has scant 
influence nowadays. It recently told its ally Syria it 
no longer endorsed Damascus' ambition for 
strategic parity with Israel. 

In the Isra^-Palestinian conflict, the United 
States is not anxious to have its prime role as 
medator challenged by Moscow and the Soviet 
Union seems disin^ed to seek a more active role. 

Bush and Gorbachev still have major ^fferences 
over the question of a united Germany, joining Nato 
and Lithuania's bid for indqzendence.

Gorbachev said he hoped Israel would heed the advice of himself and Bush — who at the news 
conference rqieated US opposition to new settlements in the occupi^ territories — and would ”aci 
in a wise fashion.” 

Bush joined Gorbachev with a reiteration of US oppoation to further settlements on the lands 
captured by Israel. 

”I will try to persuade the government of Israel that it is counter- 
productive,” Bush said. 

In Jerusalem, Israel's Absorption Minister Yitzhak Peretz invited 
Gorbachev to visit the occupied territories and verify that Israel has no 
poli^ of settling Soviet Jewish immigrants there. 

The Arab League, on the other hand, welcomed Gorbachev's warn- 
ing as '^indicating an awareness of Arab concerns and anxieties.” 

Some Soviet experts said Gorbachev'seomments may be more of an 
attempt to put pressure on Israel and defuse Arab criticism of the Soviet 
Union than a real threat that could harm his efforts to win major US 
trade benefits. 

The United States has long insisted that Moscow should end restric- 
tive emigration policies and pennit the free flow of people. 

Bush said at the news conference that the conferring of US most- 
favoured-nation trading status on the Soviet Union was linked to 
pass^e of a liberalised Soviet emigration law. The Soviet Union has 
been pushing for major relaxations on trade with the United States as a 
means of reviving the Soviet economy. 

The emigration law, initially expected to be enacted before the 
summit, has been held' up in the Soviet Parliament. Gorbachev's 
remarks on Arab criticism and domestic concern may explain thedelay .

Thatcher spoke on British

“It is our view that the most productive way to handle that question 
was to have an emissary from the (UN) secretary-general — not as the 
other countries in the Security Coundi favour^, a Security Coundl 
delegation — go there,” Bush said. 

Bush and Gorbachev declared their summit a success saying they 
have established a growing trust between the superpowers d«pite 
serious ^sputes over tte ftiture of Lithuania and Germany. 

^th Iraders insisted that thdr major differences did not prevent 
them from moving the superpowers i^ond the cold war. They said 
they plaimed regular — pmiaps annua] — working summits to 
continue (heir relationship. 

They argued that even while they had not reached agreements on 
Moscow's handling of the independence-minded Baltic states or the 
reunification of Germany, they now understood each other better. 

“I think it's a mark ofhow far the US-Soviet relationship has come 
that in all our discusBons ... t^ spirit of candor, or not just to 
understand but to build bridges, shone through,” Bush said. 

^rbachev noted that this summit and previous encounters with 
Bush, even when he was serving as President Reagan's vice-president, 
cemented his view of Bush as “the kind of person to do business with, to 
build relations with.” 

The Soviet president said he was particularly pleased with the 
Saturday session in a relaxed atmosphere at Bush's Camp Davi^ 
Maryland, retreaL ”We really discussed all world problems and we did 
that in an atmosphere of frankness ... anaimosphere of growing trust,” 
hesaid. 

“Now we have a good human relationship,” he said, adding that he 
had invited Bush to the Soviet 
Union.

SEOUL. June 3, (AP): South 
Korean President Roh Tae-Woo 
meets Soviet leader Mikhail S. 
Gorbachev tomorrow for his- 
toric talks on nonna^ng rela- 
tions and easing hostilities on the 
divided Korean peninsula, the 
last outpost of the cold war.

S26.7 million 10 Alex Edwards and an additional SI 
million to each ofhis parents, Roy and Pat Edwards. 

Id a verdict May 23. the jury 23 found Dr Abraham 
KuruvilJa and theNeonatok^ Assodaties Ltd. Lia- 
ble for Alex's Aids infection through the unauthor- 
ised iransfiision shortly after the boy's birth in 1985. 

Duane Olson, the Phoenix attorney rqyresendng 
Kuruvilla aud the clinic said be would file an ammm 
inun^'atety. 01^ said the award was “worse chan 1 
ever could have dreamed.*’ 

Alex can neither walk nor talk and needs 24-hour 
care due to damage to bis nervous system from the 
disease.

Birthplace of Shining Path rebel movement 


AYACUCHO, Peru, June 3, (Reuter); *‘For 
10 years 1 haven't felt calm for a single 
moment. Nor has anyone else tere" said 
Father Gonzalo Leonardo, a Roman Cath- 
olic priest and school headmaster. 

Once-pe^ful A>’acucbo, birthplace of 
the Maoist Shining Path guerrilla 
movement, has spent the past decade under 
what one resident called a “psychosis of 
terror" caused by violence by guerrillas, 
security forces, and shadowy vigilante 
squads. 

The dty swarms with police and soldiers. 
At night $ub-machinegim fire rattles on the 
outskirts and army trucks packed with 
troops rumble incessantly down the narrow 
streets. 

People say they have grown to distrust 
their own friends and neighbours for fear of 
guerrilla informers. 

The Maoist insurgency, launched 10 
years ago. has transformed Ayacucho from 
a dty known for its colourful religious fe^ 
tivities and folkloric art into the nation's 
synonym for terror. 

“Before, when someone died, everybody 
vrent to the funeral. Now. with so much 
violence, people see a corpse in the street and 
walk right past without looking twice," said 
LranaMo. 

Everyone in this city. 3S0 km (220 miles) 


south of Lima, knows someone among the 
19,0()0 who have been killed in the fluting, 
by either guerrillas, security forces or 
para^itary squads that have sprung up in 
the past two years. 

“People don't jump anymore when they 
hear gunflreor a TOmb. It’s become a part of 
daily life, pan of our psychosis of terror," 
said EJario del Pozo, a former mayor of the 
city of 120.000 people nestling in the 
'Andean foothills. 

Shining Path, which sees itself as the only 
truly communist guerrilla group in the 
worid, has fed on poverty and de^jair to 
bring pans of Peru's countryside to the 
brink of dvil war.. 

The guerrillas chose the rugged hills out- 
side Ayacucho to launch the insurgency, 
feeling they could capitalise on the rein's 
high illitcracy'and infant raortali^ralesaiid 
years of neglect by the potiticarestabli^- 
ment. 

“Ayacucho has always been frustrated 
and neglected. The terrorists have taken 
advantage of that feeling," said Del Pozo, 
vho liii-es a few blocks from where guerrillas 
lulled Ayacucho’s Mayor, Fennin 
Azparrmt, last Septemba. 

The city's once solid tourism industry is in 
shambles.

Coach tragedy 

Eleven

AUXERRE, France, June 3, 
(Reuter): Eleven British tourists 
were killed and 22 seriously 
injured tc^ay when a tyre on 
tbieir double-decker coach blew 
out and sent it careening off a 
French motorway south ofParis, 
police said. 

A further 39 of the 73 passen- 
^rs, on their way home to Bir- 
mingham from a holiday -in 
Spain, suffered minor injuries. 

The driver of the blue and 
while Montego European coach, 
which French officials said was 
travelliag at 125 kph (80 mph), 
apparentiy lost conu-ol when the 
tyre exploded. 

"The reasons for this tragic 
accident are simple: a speed of 
125 kph. a tyre that explodes, and 
here we have the result," said 
French junior transport minister 
George Sarre who went to the 
scene. 

Tfae coach, from (he English 
county of Staffordshire, skidded 
onto the motorway for over 100 
metres (yards), then overturned 
in a whrat field. It did not catch 
fire. 

Hospital sources quoted 
survivors as saying the coach was 
heading for Dunkirk to catch a 
channel ferry home. 

Rescue workers said a crane 
was called in to free victims trap- 
ped under the wreckage. They 
were taken to local hospitals and 
the dead were taken in wooden 
cof^ to a morgue at Auxerre 
about ISO km (90 miles) south- 
east of Paris.

LOS ANGELES, June 3, (AP): “Dick Tracy" 
the movie opens in nearly 2,000 theatres June 1 5 
amid a media megabliu that rivals last sum- 
mer's “Batman." 

But will Warren Beatty's film about the 
square-jawed flatfoot with the yellow fedora 
match the 5252-million domestic gross amas- 
sed by the caped crusader? 

Fingers crossed. Walt Disney Co. is tossing a 
huge premiere at Disney World in Rorida with 
3.000 journalists expect to attend. Following 
trailers that have appeared in 2,(XH) theatres 
since Christmas. IT commercials wilt be unlea- 
shed on the nation's networks. Merchandise, 
including Tracy's urist-wateb radio, will flood 
the market. 

But sceptics point to some negatives. 

The comic strip Dick Tracy, once featured in 
500 newspapers, now appears in I50and is little 
known by today's young, moviegoing 
audience, ^at's worse, theyoutig crowd har- 
dly knows B^tty. S3, who had made only two 
films in nine years. The last being the quintes- 
sential bomb “Ishtar." 

His other was the critically acclaimed 
“Reds" in 1981. He co-starred with Diane 
Keaton and received an Academy Award for 
best director.

Nevertheless. Barrie Osborne, executive 
producer of “Dick Tracy," takes an upbeat 
view. 

“The picture should attract a wide audience 
because it can be aj^redated on dilTcrenl 
levels," he said in an interview. “The younger 
audience can enjoy the prosthetic characters 
(pruneface, flattop, etc.), lots of wiion and 
beautiful colour. And they (Kriainly know 
Madonna. 

•"The older audience can appreciate the wit

Various packa^ were proposed, including 
projects with directors Steven Spielberg, John 
Lan^s, Richard Benjamin and Walter Hill, 
and stars Harrison Ford, Dint Eiutwood 
Richard Gere, Tom Selleck and Mel Gibson. 

Beatty became involved in 1983. but 
Paramount reportedly balked at his pay 
demands. Five years laur, Michac} Ebner and

Israel’s influence opposed 


SHEBAA, Lebanon. June 3. (Reuter): The UN 
armoured car careered down a steep street in 
puTsmt of Israeli-t^ked militiaxnen, whipping 
past tte slow lines of mules loaded with smug- 
gled fuel fiom Syria. 

^th rifles firotruding from their car win- 
dows, the militiamen disappeared down a 
mountain track and the Norwegian troop 
carrier turned, revved its engine and clattered 
back to the United Nations post at the village 
entrance. 

Sandwiched deep in the southeastern corner 
of Lebanon between the Israeli-held Golan 
Heights and Syria, Shebaaisfamedfor growing 
chenies and smuggling. Steel is smuggled into 
Syria and diesel ouL 

The brief drama on the streets reinforced 
how little anyone can daim to control the 
village. Its 5,000resideotsput their trust only in 
themselves and the Syrian merchanU with 
whom they have been deahng for decades. 

“It’s a usual operation for us," said a sweat- ' 
ing Norwegian UN officer as knots of villagers 
who watched the chase with fear returned to 
loading mules. “We cannot take their guns but 
we follow them to harass them." 

The militiamen were intellij^noe officers 
from tte Israeli-support^ South Lebwon 
Army (SLA), consider an illegal force by the 


er’s animals. “1 don’t go to school at all.’’ 

T^ SLA wants to tax the traffic but viUi^rs 
have refused to pay, arguug that the militia 
does nothing for ,th^ while profits are hard- 
earned with each mule costing up to SI ,500. 

Every day an estimated 300 mules set out on ' 
the ihr^hour climb over the grey, rocky ridge 
of Mount Hennon, which towers over &ebaa 
and marks the border. 

On the way up, the ammals cany 100 KD 
<220 pounds) each of steel rods, wound into 
bundles and strapped to their sides. The met^, 
some of wluch is produced in Israel, is tiiipped 
to Lebanon through the ports of Naqoiira and 
Sidon. 

The Shebaa smug^ers then buy the steel for 
S37 a muleload* and sell it to Syrians at the 
border for S47. Each conrignment is orilered in 
advance and mule owners aoc^t credit fium 
their buyers. 

On the return trip the mules carry small tanks 

of Syrian diesel things like cheap plastic 
mats, medicine, brass, go(^ shoes and U^ter

first Kuvrat ti doctor in the field of 
neurology. Interviewed by a 
local daily, be said that his doc- 
torate research involved search- 
ing lor alterations of the nervous 
system due to age. He stated that 
hfs re^arch had put more 
emphasis on whether exercises 
have an effect on decreasing the 
iotensity of these alterations in 
the nervous system. He added 
that through conducting ‘ re- 
search works, be had ami^ at 
highly important new scientific 
conclusions. Two espedalised 
scientific magazines In the USA, 
where Shuaib received his doc- 
torate have published his doc- 
torate research,

memory. He added that diseases 
oocuring in the nervous system 
has no treatment so far dto]Mte 
the advancement achieved in 
other fields.

THB Bahraini decision allowing expatriates residing in the GCC ^tes 
to obtain thenecessaiy visit visas has come into force as ofthe begining 
of June. The application ofthe relevant decision will be in accordance 
with Uie announced conditions that the visitor should have a valid 
residence permit ofany GCC country for tix months at least and should 
have siayM six montlu in the state. 

However to hi ghlig ht this issue, the daily Al Seyassah interviewed a 
number of Bahrein officials involved in the tourism sector. 

The Assistant Undersecretary for Tourism and Axcbacology Affairs 
at the Bahnuni Ministry of Information Sheikh Rashid Ben Khalifa 
said that the Bahraini Higher Council for Tourism had adopted a plan 
to be based on three pillars for developing the tourism sector in the 
country.

He added that tourism authorities had decided to renovate 
archaelogic^ facilities in the coun try and the developing of gardens in 
addition to improving roads particularly in the coastal area. 

He added that sea voyages will be orgwised for touris^ adding that 
the ministry is slrivii^ to develop AI Du Isiaod in Bahrain which could 
be considered a tourist resort for residents and expatriates. 

He.expecied that during the coming three years hotels overlooking 
sea will be set up. 

He however pointed out that Bahrain curreatiy lacks a Bahraini- 
Arabic boteL 

Meanwhile, Sheikh Rashed said that the Mioisiry of Infonnation 
re presented by tourism department decided to preserve and develop 
archaeologj^ activities and has decided to establish an mformation 
centre at Anad Castle in addition to other health facilities and 
restaurants. 

He disclosed that this department received several ofTers- from 
conmanies for the setting up of the necessary recreational facilities.

Protect minors from 
cigarettes: Momen 

42pc of Kuwait population smoke

SELLING dgarettes to minore 
and smoking in pubUc places 
should be profaibiira in order to 
protect the communtty from the 
hazards of smoking, said Dr 
Hussain Al Momen, secreiary- 
^eralofthe Kuwait Society for 
Cancer Prevention. 

Speaking al an anti-smoking 
seminar organised recently by 
the Kuwait Kerala Cultural 
Congress, Momen stated that 42 
per cent of Kuwait's poDulation 
are smokers. “In the last ten 
years, lung cancer in Kuwait has 
increased by 418 per cpnt among 
women and 118 per cent among 
nm. 

Momen told the audience of 
about 80 that just by quitting 
smoking mankind can nd its^ 
of half of the diseases it is afflic- 
ted with today. *'It’s easy to stop 
smoldng if you have the will 
especially whra you know how it 
affects your health and the health 
of your family andcoDeagues. 

' The Smoking Control Qinic 
has received 8,()00 smokers rince 
it opened ten years ago, 60 per 
cent of them quit smo^g." 

Dr Ibraheem Al Sayyad, der- 
matologist called on the Indian 
audience npt to “pollute the wis- 
dom of India by a plan t imported 
from the West.” “Tobacco isn't 
originaUy an Eastern plant We 
are rictims of Western colonisa- 


tion that introduced it to us." 

“R^en we inhale cigarette 
smoke, we inhale more than 
2,000 substances most of which 
we don't know the effects of yet 
When this smoke goes down the 
air passage it paralyses the 
protective system that carries 
dirt and other foreign substances 
out of the lung and back to the 
nose and mouth," explained 
Sayyad adding that the most 
harardous known components 
of smoke are lucotine, tar and 
carbon monoxide. 

“If you tiy to drink from a 
bottle full of nicotine, the sub- 
stance will reach your brain 
through your tongue and 
paralyse it instantly. You won't 
even have time to let go of the 
bottle," Sayyad said adding ttot 
altbou^ nicotine k not lethal in 
small doses, it causes heart and 
blood vessel ^seases that could 
eventually lead to drath. “Tar, a 
waste product of burning, con- 
tains 9 carcinogen subskmces, 
while carbon monoxide dimini- 
shes oxygtm supply to thebrain." 

Answermg a question on why • 
some chain smokers live a long ' 
healthy Ufa, Sayyad said that old 
timers who Ih^ in villages did 
not have to cope with pollution 
and the added stresses we have to 
cope with today. “Also, some 
people are more genetically 
prone to cancer than others. So 
let’s not double the dangers of 
enriromnoDtal jpoUution for oor^ 
selves by smokmg.” 


Dr Farouk Al Saeed, head of 
acupuncture clinic, said that 
tobacco addiction could be 
treated with acupuncture when 
everything else fails. “Althou^ 
success rate is not high, this 
method could ^ve permanent 
results, is pmnle^ and safe." 

He explmned that smalt mag- 
netic nobles implanted in the 
oracle of the ear and changed 
every S to 7 days sedate beada- 
dies and tension experienced by 
those who try to quit smoking 
and eventually leads to a change 
in their perception of the smell 
and taste of tobacco until they 
hate it. 

“At the Smoking Control 
Clinic, we work with three dif- 
ferent groups of smokers: those 
who smoke as a habit, those 
addicted to tobacco and those 
who tried to stop smoking and 
failed. The key to treating smok- 
ers from the first group is finding 
the reason that makes smoking a 
habit and breaking it. Smokm 
who fit in the second group are 
treated with medicines contain- 
ing nicotine, while those who fit 
in the tbird grqiq) are treated 
with acupuncture,” explained 
Saeed. 

"A new method to wash 
nicotine out of your blood is to 
live on citrus juices for 2 or 3 
days," added Siayyad. 

Six men from the audience 
were so moved by the seminar 
that they pledged to stop smok- 
ing there and tiien.

West struggiing to agree summit package for E. Europe 


LONDON. June 3, (Reuter): The 
West has run into problems trying to 
devise a debt relief package for strug- 
gling East bloc states to ^ submitted 
to a summit of the world's leading 
industrial countries in Houston in five 
weeks' time. 

And Western officials drawing up 
the agenda for the Seven-nation (G-7) 
summit are still struggling to find a 
way to support Mikhail Corbache\’ 
and prevent a collapse of the Soviet 
economy that could destabilise both 
East and West. 

Oflicials say the problems are deep- 
rooted, and that time is running out. 

It may mean that they win end up 
doing little more than pledging su;^ 


port for Gorbachev's efforts to drag 
the Soviet economy out of crias and 
praising East bloc states which are 
trying to shrug off communism. 

The practical details of Western 
help could take far longer to work out 
and, in the case of debt relief for 
Poland, ofTicials say a solution may 
not be at hand until early 1991. 

“I don't think we have adequatdy 
studied how to extend extra debt relief 
... it really hasn't been thought 
through." said one lop Western fin- 
ance ministry onicial cjosely involved 
in pre-summit negotiations. 

"‘/Vnd the magnitude of the Soviet 
problem means then has to be some 
major rethinking." 


Monetary ofTicials say the twin 
issues are no*-/ set to dominate the July 
9-11 summit of the Group of Seven 
nations — the United States, Japan. 
West Germany. France. Britain. Can- 
ada and Italy — to be hosted by 
President George Bush in Texas. 

The Seven 's“sherpa&" an elite hand 
of government officials who start 
preparing the anniuil summit as early 
as Oetob^ the year before, wilt meet in 
Newport, Rhode Island in 10 da>*s 
timeand then in Houston immediately 
before the talks. 

The officials will be drafting a com-

WASHINGTON, June 3,

grain pact, signed unexpectedly 
by the US and Soviet presidrats 
during their Washington sutor 
mit, guarantees American far- 
mers a sure market for billions of 
dollars in sales and will psy- 
chologically boost worid mark- 
ets. trade analysts said. 

"Its a done deal now. There is 
no going back after this and the 
gram markets should get a psy- 
chological boost from the sign- 
ing." said Bill Biederman, 
research director of the grain 
brokerage firm AJlendale. 

Many analysts had not expec- 
red President Crarge Bush and 
President Mikhail Gorbachev to 
sign the pact b^use of problems 
with a raated trade agreemrat, 
but the two leaders su^rised 
them on Friday by initialiing the 
two treaties. 

Moscow has bees a major 
buyer of US grain since 1983 and 


farm imports alone accounted 
ft)r 70 pn cent of its five btllton 
dollars in trade with the Uiuicd 
States last year. 

American exporters and far- 
mers have alw:a>s looked for- 
ward to Moscow's hefty pur- 
chases to sustain prices and boost 
consumiHion of their crops. 

But the new pact comes at a 
time when Moscow* is facing a 
hard currency shortage in 
payments for purchases of farm 
go^ ranpng from grains to 
wool world-w*ide.

WHY are some people winners and other 
losers? It has less to do with ability than the 
izna^ tl^ put over, accor^:^ to com- 
munication expert PJ^pa Davies. 

The success of George Bush in the ] 988 
American election has been put down to 
his opponentMichaeiDukBku' reluctance 
to wear shoulder pads! 

And vnth the ex^tioh of Jimmy Car- 
ter, eveiypreridentuudectionthiscenfuiy 
has been won by the tato candittete. 

Actress Gher has spent a fortune on lier 
image, changing from a Sixties hippie to 
the glamorous sex-symbol she is today. 
"In showbusiness vre want people to be 
larger than life,” says Philips. "Cher 
wears her own 'unifoim* whira is what 
most celebrities do. She is renovnied for 
her outrageous Bob Madde dres^ while 
Bruce Sprii^teen is known for jeans, T- 
shirt and muscle. 

"Were Cher to suddenly start wearing 
more clasric design^ or Bruce Springsteen 
tailored business suits, fans woitid find the 
change, of image confusing." . 

As much as 55 per cent of the impression 
we m^e on otiiers is determined by our 
upearuce and a- further 38 per cent is 
Munmined by the tone and pitch our 
voice and otir accent. In fact, only 7 ptf 
cent of the impression wemake on others is 
determined by rriiat we say. 

"Many people do tbemsdves and their 
ateUties a. great disservice through poor 
presentation," says Phihpp^ 33, who runs 
courses on pubh'c spraJ^g and self- 
presentation. 'Today, it is not . enough 
simply to be "good at something'. Other 
people have to see that you are good at 
something. The signals you send out let 
other people know 'who you are'. 

"You send these sign^ through many 
ch annels . The choices you make about . 
your appearance, your posture and body 
language, your voice and speech, your 
suTTOu^ogs and even' the stationery you 


dioose, convey powerful messages to oth- 
ers. 

"When you first meet another person, 
you form a strong impression of them 
within the first few rnoroems and a lasting 
opinion of them during the first thirty 
seconds to four minutes of meeting. First 
impresgons are powerful and permanent 

"In Britain, Margaret Thatcher 
epitomises the suocessfiil politician who 
has built her image to help her win elec- 
tions," adds Phihppa. "Unlike the fussy 
bows and. characteriess dresses that she 
used to favour, she now wears a distinctive 
'unifonn* of simple, elegant suits. She has 
now tramdormed her speaking voice 
dramatically. Her pitdi now sounds much 
lower and her pace is far more even. The 
image she presents is markedly more 
powerful than the one she had a few years • 
ago. 

"Politicians have to pay great attention 
to image, because they rely on the media, 
who concern themselves primarily with 
image. The majority of politicimis have 
changed their image now. Almost 
everybody in public ufe does a certain 
amount of it — whether its conscious or 
unconscious.” 

Of course tbeclothesyou wear are a vital 
factor. And in her book Yonr Total Image 
(Katkus £15.00) Philippa shows how to 
create your own 'uniform' according to the 
styles and colours that suit you. "M^e 
restrictions for yourself and stick to 
them," ^ insists. "Base your wardrobe 
on two or ttarw neutral colours that com- 
plement one another, black or navy, grey 
and white perhaps, or brown, beige and 
cream. 

“Restrict bright colours in-shirts, 
blouses and ties to one or two, as well, 
limit the styles you wear and only buy 
clothes that m in with these restrictions. 

"In the working wardrobe a man could 
linut himself to single breasted suits, but- 
ton-down shirts, lace-ups and striped ties, 
for instance. A woman could limit herself 


to short jackets, straight skirts, gold 
jeweUeiy, ^ain court shoes. Your csuual 
^uiiform’ could be tracksuits or denim 
jeans and a jackets." 

But what if you're being heard and not 
seen? Philippa says: "The sound of your 
voice should reinforce tte impact of pour 
appearance. Lazy, sloppy speech is as 
detrimental to your image as poor groom- 
ing. Most of us can recollect an occasion 
when we have met someone new, liked the 
way they look and then felt let down triien 
th^ opened tiudr mouths. 

"In buriness today, telephone skills are 
extremely important. Manj^ of us use the 
phone a great deal to establish initial con- 
tact with others. The more you use the 
phone, the more important it is to develop 
go<^ voice control. 

"You are making tliat vital first impres- 
sion through your voice alone, and when 
youeventually meet the person at the other 
cndL they will have fonnra a dear image of ' 
you.” 

And if others like the sound of your 
voice, you are less likely to be interrupted 
and cut short on thephone or in meetmgs. 

Allhou^ Phihppa believes our 
appearance is more important that what 
we say, she does recommend avoiding 
forms of address such as 'dear', 'dariing', 
'love' or 'sweetie'. She explains: "1 1 can be 
extremely patronising. For some groups, 
like some riiow-businres people, tb^ 
terms of address may be commonplace, 
and wi^ly reciprocal^ But if you are not 
someone's 'dear' or 'darling' you may find 
this fonn of address extremdy patronis- 
ing. In which case, ask the person whether 
they would mind calling you by your name 
insleacL or to make the point, start addres- 
sing them using a rimilar form. 'Pet’ seems 
to be an effective one, to get the message 
over. 

"It's quite useful to call people by their 
first names because it makes them fed a 
little bit important. 

"People like car salesmen are trained to 


call people by their names. You know, 
'Here’s this lovely little motor, Claire.* It 
makes you feel as though you matter. 
Americans do it all the time. And if it’s 
transparently a technique, it's not very 
good. But if you can get it in once or twice. 
It works." 

But in the end it still comes down to body 
language. PhUippa says: “If I’m in a group 
and someone is using behaviour which 
demonstrates, they want attention — talk- 
ing or whispmng. looking at thdr watch a 
lot or yawning — I will give them more 
attention and eye contact because that's 
w^t they want. And of course eye contact 
is used as a power thing. And if you give 
somebody more eye contact, they’ll start 
to come round to your side." 

Here are some of the “signals” We send 
out, revealing a great deal about ourselves:

• Leaning forward intficates interest, but 
can also indicate that you are putting in

involvement at the expense of your 
possession, and it can therefore lower your 
status.

The Cy Goleman-Larn Gel- 
bart satire of Hollywood's gol- 
den days and private eye movies 
of the 1940s is nominated for 1 1 
Tonys, induding those for best 
musical, best score and book, 
best director, best actor (two), 
best featured perfonnanee (two) 
and several technical awards. 

Its jazzy score and double 
story — one told in colour and 
the other in black and white — 


are unlike anything seen on the 
stage in recent years, mid seem to 
appeal to all tastes. 

City of Angels cleverly weaves 
together its two plots — that ofa 
screenwriter struggling to retain 
his integrity while adapting his 
detective novel for the screen and 
the private eye stoty itself.
